Cleveland — An agree- 


ment ending in part the 
soft coal strike that has 
been in effect since April, 
was unanimously approved 
by operators and miners in 
a joint conference here at 
3:10 p. m. Tuesday. 


Signing of the agreement 


commenced immediately. 


All details of the scale were 


approved in principle by both 
sides before the drafting of a 
tentative understanding, which 
was described by both sides as 
the entering wedge in the soft 
coal strike that began twenty 
weeks ago. 
Separate meetings 


of miners and operators were 
held Tuesday morning for voting 
ff/ial approval. 


"The st"ke is now over," said Jo- 


seph Pursglove, an operator who 
served on the sub-committee 


OLD PAY TO PREVAIL 


In brief the settlement provides that 


the miners shall be returned to work 
at the same scale of wages that were 
in sffect when they went on strike; 
the new contract <s to cont'nue in 
torce until next April, the agreement 
a'so provides for appointment of an 
ad\isory fact finding commission, a 
part of its duties to consider future 
settlements of disputes m ths coal in- 
dustry. 


The settlement came after a week 


spent in marking time here by oper- 
ators and miners 
Finally the show- 


down on the issue of compulsory arbi- 
tration came, resulting in three big 
operators withdrawing from the con- 
ference when President Lewis refused 
to accede to the demand 
Then the 


conference reorganizd and threw th* 
doors open to a1! soft coal operators. 
A quick agreement in principal fol- 
lowed, with operators controlling pro- 
duction of 60,000.000 tons annually 
committed to its adoption 


The operators in the meeting havs 


mines in Ohio, West Virginia, Pennsyl- 
vania Indiana, Illinois and Michigan. 
Orders went forward from these operat- 
ors here Tuesday to their bosses back 
home to get ready to speed up coal 
production. Miners, too. wer* confi- 
dent that an early resumption of work 
at scattered mines would result in 
other operators hurrying their accept- 
ance of the agreement.

•dications point to record crops in corn.

Our sweet potato crop for this year is 


beyond anything.we have been able to pro- 
duce in the past; the white potato crop 
has been exceeded only once; our predict- 
ed 3.000.000.000 bushel corn crop was 
equalled only three times before in the 
history of the country, and we have never 
produced as much hay as this year. 


The outlook is particularly reassuring 


in view of the fact that we have been told 
60 frequently of late that we are fast be- 
coming an industrial nation rather than 
an agricultural one. More than once the 
prospect has been held up to us during the 
past few years that if we continued in the 
way in which we are going today we 
•hould in a few years' time all be manu- 
facturing 
things rather than growing 


things. And the penalty for this was said 
to be something terrible. 


We have been warned against the reck- 


less way in which we lure our youth to the 
cities. [We were told that we must at all 


hazards have them stay on the farm. The 
ink on the 1920 census was hardly dry 
before it was pointed out to us by sociolo- 
gists and economists and by some persons 
who were neither the one nor the other, 
that 51.9 per cent of our population now 
dwelt in the cities, and what could AVC ex- 
pect from this distressing situation? Nor 
was there any answer either to the asser- 
tion or to the question, for there were the 
facts in the I*.

coal and rail strikes? "Who can say that 
the government is not imperatively bound 
to protect and promote the welfare of the 
people? 
"Who can doubt what position 


the public will take if the government 
must resort to drastic action toward ca- 
pital and labor? 


It is not a question of what the rail- 


roads want, w the shopmen want, or what 
the coal operators want, or what the min- 
ers want. The issue is whether we are to 
do business or. whether capital and labor 
can ruin surpassing commercial condi- 
tions, or whether they engaged in public 
utilities, will comply with the law and 
obey the government.

NEW CAXCER FACTS 


. Londbn—The medical correspondent 
of the Times says some 
interesting 


new facts are disclosed in the twen- 
tieth annual report of the 
Imperial 


Cancer Research Fund, which has just, 
been published. 
One of these, which 


is not directly concerted with cancer, 
is that absence of a so-called "A vita- 
min' produces 
an effect on animals 


similar to that brought about by ex- 
cessive doses of the gamma rays of 
radium and of X-raj'S. 


Various germs 
which 
normally 


would be innocuous become in these 
animals a great source of danger. This 
condition is preceded by a diminution 
in the number of what are called the 
platelets of the blood—as occur also in 
radium and X-ray workers who have 
been over-exposed. If the A vitamin 
(as in cod liver oil) is now added to 
the 
food of animals deprived of it, 


their troubles come to an end. 


More 
immediately hopeful is the 


work on growth of tissue in vitro. It 
was found that tissues will not grow 
outside of the human body except 
on a medium to which a 
substance 


prepared from embyros has been add- 
ed, not only so, but in the absence of 
connective tissue—the framework of 
the body—higher types of tissue will 
not differentiate. 
When connective 


tissue is added, they do differentiate 
at once. 


Further/ cancer growths 
rapidly 


produce sustances which are detri- 
mental to themselves, but not detri- 
mental in the same degree to normal 
tissues. "These results," says the re- 
port, "givs the 
greatest 
encourage- 


ment to the hope that by this method 
of experiment the fundemental differ- 
ences between normal and malignant 
growth will "finally be elucidated." 


The experiments on the production 


of skin cancer by the 'external appli- 
cation of tar are being 
continued 


They have resulted in th/s production 
of a large number of tumours, many 
of high malignancy. 
Further efforts 


were mads to test the effects of small 
innoculations of coal tar in rats and 
mice. 
Two sarcomata (form of can- 


cer appearing most commonly in earli- 
er life) were produced at the site of 
inoculation, one in a rat and one in a 
mouse, out of fifty mice and forty rats 
inoculated. The report reflects gr«at 
credit on the director of the fund, Dr. 
J. A. Murray, and his co-workers.

With 
a friend he embarked on a six ton cut- 
ter for this German boat, which was 
expected off Sandham. and after a 
pleasant sail in the moonlight came 
upon the vessel which was riding .it 
anchor with the usual light? showing

•up in the angling art with some of 
the other methods of hooking the game. 
fins, old-timer, it is deserving of lar 
more credit than it receixes Trolling 
is not merely dangling a line out be 
hind the boat and hoping for the best 
but to troll, and troll successfully, re 
quires a keen knowledge of fish and 
fishing waters 
Of course you can 


troll around all day and get fish, but 
to make the time pay dividends in 
fish, means that you troll over waters 
•where the fish are most likely to be 
and not waste half the time dragging 
your lure or bait through any old wa 
ter and think that you are trolling 


Trolling does not take quite the ex- 


pertness of casting in the initial oper 
ation, but after a large sized bronze 
backer has connected up with your 
trolling lure, it takes a bit keener work 
to get the hundred feet or more of 
line in before he wraps it around a 
sriag or windfall, than it does to work 
in the 50 feet that is generally out 
•when they strike on the cast
